' But firſt, upon the Tenth of this Inſtant June, ſeveral People 
being abroad for Recreations ſake, or as Occafions otherwiſe re- 
quired; at a Place called: Wetherby, in the County of York 
between Six and Seven in the Evening, it being very Fair, and 
all the Skies ſerene; when, on a ſuddain, (to the Admiration 
of the Obſervers) Black Clouds drove furiouſly on'before, Scuth- 
Weſtern-Winds obſcured the Suy's bright Face, and (pread them- 
ſelves over Heavens Cryſtal-Arch': So that, ſuch Darkneſs ftrair 
involved the Earth, as many times is uſual in ſome Great E- 
clpſe ; the which made many. ſtand amazed at the ſuddain Al- 
teration. When, lo, the opening Clouds from their black Bo- 
ſoms, fent out, Prodigious Flaſhes;of Atherial Fire, and Thun- 
ders loud, with Storms of Hail or Rain, exceeding Great ; the 
which no ſooner ended, but the Black Clouds' drew off, and a 
Cloud more Bright appeared, yet- Dusky; and frone either ſide 
of it, ſtrange Flaſhes, withour Thunder, came. And, as the 
People (who were then Spe&tatours) do afirm, Appearances of 
ſeveral Shapes, were ſeen for. ro wave in and out; whilſt ir 
ftill Thundred fromthe North-Weſt, in equal Diftagces, and ren- 
ding Motions, ſeldom ſeen, -This had. not, continued. paſt half 
an Hour, but  frem the Breaking. Claud,, (to, the great Con- 
ftemation of all. 'preſent) a ſwift Guſt of Fire: deſcended ;; or 
' more properly, a Whirtwd of Flame, \nwich like-.a, Sheer, or lir- 
tle Cloud, which with head-long force, fell a conſiderable way. 
Then turning, a*{lant, it took:off the: Top: of a- Large Oak, con- 
taining almoſt (if not altogether) one-Eoad of Wood ; and, like 
a Hurricane, drove it- before - is; through the Air , - with 
rapid Fury, rill it carne to Eſquire Belbjye's Wood, at a great 
Diſtance whence it grew, and near to Wetherby ; where emtering, 1; 
forced off Branches, Amns,. and Tops of Trees, fo large, 45 
firtick all wich [roman who HY op be el. thern. Band 
paſſing then ints-his Orchard, the  Tempelt 1 inove apely, 
rom broke ſeveral young Trees, growimn 2017 E15 12 Kay, 
ſhattered the Corner of his-Hall, blew c# - wy "tl 204 
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broke the Windows. So that, the like Guſt, or Whirl-wind: of 
Tempeſtuous Fire, has never been heard of in theſe Parts before ; 
ſo Great, ſo Strange, and ſo Amazing. 

The Top of the Tree firſt blown off, lies now at the Place 
where it fell, for all Spe&tatours ro behold; and not in 
vain : For Hundreds, in theſe Parts, have vouchſafed to come, 
and view the Wonder, and thoſe none of the meaneſt Rank. 
And it is adjudged by ſome, tro be now almoſt a Mile from 
\ the Trunck or Body, from whence i was farſt taken ; char 
being alſo ſhattered, finged, and a ſtrong Scent of Brim-Stone 
ſtill remaining on it. 

If any one queſtion the Truch of This, they may repair for 
farther Satisfaction, to Mr. Zacariah Thorp, at Mr. Wittherels, in 
Charter-Ffouſe-Lane, London; and there receive an Ample Tefti- 
ny of the Truch of what has happened ; or to Cornelis Thorp, li- 
ving in the Town before-merctioned, where this Hap befell.

Courſe of Natures handy-work) that all preſent; (at its firſt, ap 

arance) ſtarted back, and ſtood amazed with admiration, to 
behold ſuch an unexpected fight : For- onthe 19th. of May laſt aſt, 
from che Mothers Womb, big with the Monſtrous Birth, by. Art; 
and Natures Kind afliftance, Sprung a Female Child; or ewe Ohil- 
dren joyned together by the bodies, fide to f1de.. Heaven and. 
Providence ſo ordering, no doubt, In the dark Cells of Generaci- 
on; for from the united body, grew two necks. and .on each, a. 
Head proportionable, adorn'd with all. things ſpitable;, as Noles; 
Eyes, Ears, Mouths and Tongues, as.t whad heen.rwa Kage 


births. From out the Shoulders, on each Ne ag 2. Brace 
Arms, with Fingers and Thumbs proportionable ; all erate, 
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aad fir for WE; ſo dexterouſly fixed or grafted on, -as any can Ima 
gine or concetve : The body ſeeming bur as one, two Nipples where 
the breaſts ſhould riſe, and bur one row of Ribs on either de ; one 
talling Creaſe, or vally between, the belly likewiſe ſeems:bur one, 
and to one navel ſutes; yet a Seem apears, as it mutually joyned ; 
the Privities and Orifice, or Fundaments, for Vent or Evacuntion, 
are diſtin&t ; and from the Huckles grow, on either ſide the N=ck; 
two Legs, with Joynts, and all things an{wering in proportion, juſt 
and equal lengths; with Feet and Toes well fixed: So curious was 
Dame Nature, to let nothing fail, that might conduce to make her 
Wonder great, and moſt admirable. The father of this double 
Infant, Is named Herrinz, A Laborious man and of mean rank , 
bur of an honeſt Demean, and good repute. His Wife before this, 
having born him ſeveral Children, to the number of five. -When 
this Child was born, (according to the report of the Midwi'e, and

- After which, being tenderly looked to, they 
gathered {trength, and now look lively,brisk, and well, being likely 
to continue : And it is deſigned, if they live, that they ſhall be 
brought to Londen, there ro be expoſed to View, for the farther 
ſatisfaction of the curious, or the unbelieving ; whoſe faith can 
reach no farther, than their eyes can ſee.
